TWO GIVE UP SHARES AS 
PRELIMINARY TO MARRIAGE 


If Husbands Die The Widows 
Shall Again Receive Their 
Monthly Portions—Mrs. Ander- 
son Gratz Their Benefactor. 


By the filing of a quitclaim deed for four 
two-story frame residences, having a front- 
age of 340 feet on Taylor avenue and a 
Gepth of 175 feet on Jefferson avenue and 
140 feet on Main street, in Kirkwood, Miss 
Miriam Gratz Hough has caused the story 
of a curious gift to become public. 

The gift is that of the property men- 
tioned, and under its controlling terms the 
five sisters who are its beneficiaries must 
each relinquish her share upon being mar- 
ried, coming int? a renewed participation, 
however, in the event of being widowed. 

The income from the property, about $100 
a month, is intended to furnish the Hough 


sisters with pin money during their days of 


single life. 

Miss Miriam Gratz Hough is soon to be 
married to Harry Berkeley, a well-known 
* Kirkwood man, and, in accordance with 
the terms of the gift which conveyed the 
Kirkwood property to herself and her four 
sisters, she filed the quitclaim deed in the 
recorder’s office in Clayton Thursday after- 
noon. 

The story thus opened up is most uncom- 
mon. 

About three years ago Mrs. Laura Gratz, 
wife of Anderson Gratz, a wealthy resident 
of Kirkwood and a leading business man of 
Mt. Louis, gave the property !n question 
Zo her five nieces, daughters of her sister, 
their names being Cecil, Miriam, Jessie, 
Bmeline and Effie Hough, and the terms of 

~werwrthe gift were as already stated. 

The first of the five sisters to marry was 

ecil, but she did not file a quitclaim deed 

inquishing her share in the property, 
merely agreeing verbally with her s’sters 
that she would no lorger share in the in- 
come derived from it 

This was two yeare ago, and since that 
time this married sister, now Mrs. Ceci! 
Hough Jones, has become a widow and 
Qgain shares in the division of income. 

Miss Miriam Hough, however, has been 
for some time employed at the National 
Bank of Commerce, and has there learned 
business methods which she put Into prac- 
tice In this case. It seemed to her that

revolver which was lying there. 

There is no conflict of testimony, howev- 
er, aS to the fact that Vassaio, at one end 
of the-bar, and Mrs. Berta, at the other 
end, began shooting at practically the same 
moment. They were barely 20 feet apart, 
and each was in full view of the other. 

Berta. as soon as he heard Vassalo abus- 
ing his wife, started back into the bar- 
room. Ariletti, also, hurried in. Berta ran 
toward his wife. whose revelver was crack- 
ing in rapid echo to that of Vassalo. 

As Berta reached her side, a_ bullet 
struck her under the left eye and _ she 
started to fall. Berta caught her with his 
left arm, and with his right hand caught 
the revolver on which her grasp had loos- 
ened and which was falling. He whispered 
a word to her (who shall say it was not 
one of pardon) and a bullet pierced his 
left shoulder. 

With his wife's body held in the wound- 
ed arm, Berta took quick aim and fired one 
shot. the last in the revolver. It struck 
exactly as his bullet had struck 
Mrs. Berta—under the left eye. He fell! 
forward on the saloon floor. 

Berta carried his wife into their bed- 
room. She was already dead. Vassalo's 
body was left where it had fallen until the 
eoroner came. 

The inquest was short. It was found that 
Mrs. Berta was killed by Vassallo, and 
that Vassalo was xiiled by Berta. who -was 
justified. Nine bullets were fired—four by 
Vassallo, four by Mrs. Berta and one bys 
Rerta: but only the two fatal ones and 
that which wounded Berta took effect.

$90,000. 


CITIZENS AMAZED WHEN 
DOORS REMAIN CLOSED. 


Bank Long Known as Most Solid 
in Lorain— Resources Are 
Placed at $379,849 and Deposits 
at $313,949.

LORATI O., March 31.—When, at 9 
o'clock this morning, the doors of the Citli- 
Savings Bank failed to open and a 
crowd of several hundred depositors stood 
outside waiting to withdraw their money 
should the opportunity present itself, as- 
tonishment became general throughout the 
city.

It is said that the de- 
faulting employes have agreed to turn over 
to the bank evervthing they possess of 
value. Speculation tn stocks is given as 
the cause of the defalcations. 

No arrests have as vet beem made, al- 
though President Honecker announced fo- 
day that he expected to take the necessary 
legal steps for such an action shortly. 
Asked if the Chadwick operations were 

any way responsible for the fal'ure. 

President Honecker said: “You may state 

that the bank escaped Mrs. Chadwick com- 

pletely and that the closing of our bank 
is in no way traceable to anything like the 

Chadwick affair. Mrs. Chadwick came to 

us, but she did not get any of our money.’ 

As recently as Jan. 10 the bank declared 
its regular semi-annual dividend of 6 per 
cent and the statement was made then 
that it was one of the soundest financial 
institutions in.the city. It was also an- 
nounced that the deposits for the two 
months prior to the dividend meeting ex- 
ceeded those of any other Loraine bank.

children, who are in rooms 13 to 18. — 

The children in the school. yard run foot 
races at the command and -supervision of 
Mr. Stevens. A stout rope is stretched at 
one end of the yard and Mr. Stevens holds 
up a large card bearing the number 13, 14, 
or any number he chooses, and arl chil- 
dren in the room thus indicated on the 
card flock to the starting point. 

The rule of the race ts: Contestants 
must race length of yard, touch rope and 
return to the starting point. The winner. 
second and third are watched by different 


persons in order to avoid mistakes and 
confusion. 


Ribbons for Winners. 
The winner receives a blue ribbon, the 
second a white and the third a red rtb- 


bon. After a number of rooms have raced 
the principal holds up a card bearing the 
word ‘‘winners.’” Immediately all boys 
holding a ribbon who desire to race jn the 
last heat gather at the starting point. 
The winner of this race is prohibited from 
racing thereafter. 

Mr. Stevens says this plan has worked 
almost perfectly during the last week. and 
fewer complaints have been received of 
children being hurt. 

Another contest that is attracting atten- 
ton from the pupils of the rooms ranging 
from 1 to 12 Is the spelling contest, held 
indcors. Each teacher gives her pupils 100 
words that she finds are the most difficult 
for them to spell, and they study them at 
home in the evenings. 


Leaders in Spelling. 

Mr. Stevens then selects five children 
from two different rooms, chooses from 
1%) words that he has listed, and they try 
to outspell one another. After the princi- 
pal is convinced that those left standing 
are positive of the spelling he awards the 
title of winner to the room that has the 
most left standing. 

No. 3 is the victorious room, having de- 
feated rooms from 1 to 8%, No. 8 has shown 
the hardest opposition, tying No. 3 twice. 
If No. 3 defeats rooms 10, 11 and 12 it will 
be declared victor of the school and will 
be prohibited from entering the next con- 
tesi 

If Nos. No. 3 
it would have to start and 
go through the 11 rooms could 
claim the championship.

THE ALIGNMENT OF FORCES. 

Mr. Meriwether declared in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch thé 
“Ed Butler wants to elect John A. Talty 
O'Reilly president of the Board of Public Improvements. 
said that Butler personally asked him to place O Reilly * nam 
on the Public Ownership ticket, but he declined. It is a pity 
Mr. Meriwether was not as firm in refusing to permit his ticket 
to be loaded down with Butler tools for the House of Delegates, 
although something is gained by his public repudiation of them 
and his declaration that he advises his followers to scratch 
thein. 

If the Butler support is going to Judge Talty it is because 
Butler believes that Talty has a better chance than Meriwether 
to defeat Wells. The defeat of Wells is necessary to the main- 
tenance of Butler’s power and pull in local politics and the city 
government. 

It is significant that the friends of Judge Talty are rejoicing 
over the interview with Excise Commissioner Mulvihill in which 
he said he would enforce all the laws regulating the saloons, be- 
cause they say it will solidify the saloon vote for Talty. The 
mayor has no more power over thie excise commissioner, who is 
an appointee of the governor, than the man in the moon, but 
the saloon campaign is part of a manifest effort to create the 
impression that, if Talty shall be elected, the town will be 
wide open. 

While it is not probable that the reputable saloon men will 
be misled by such a campaign, it is evident that the vicious 
elements are concentrating all their strength on Judge Talty’s 
eandidacy.
